Engineers’ teport. 


In submitting their Annual Report the Engineers have to state that 
the three Fire Engines belonging to the Town are in good working 
order. 

Engine Co. No. 3, comprising 49 men, is supplied with 300 feet of 
good linen hose; Co. No. 4, with 45 men, has 100 feet linen and 100 
feet leather hose; Co. No. 5, with 35 men, has 200 feet linen and. 50 
feet leather hose. , 

It is recommended that an additional 500 feet of linen hose be pur- 
chased as soon as practicable, the supply now on hand being deemed 
insufficient for actual need in case of any extensive fire, and the leather 
hose above mentioned being considered unreliable for service. 

We would recommend the appropriation of the following sums of 
money for the support of the Fire Department for the year ensuing: 
For new hose, 500 feet, with the necessary coupling, straps, &e., 


say, $500 
For pay of firemen, year ending May 1, 1874, 115 men at $12, 1,380 
For contingent expenses, say, 120 
Making the total estimated expenses, $2,000 


The attempt of a spirit-ed occupant of the Town Lockup to burn his 
way out, on the evening of January 17th, occasioned an alarm of fire, 
buat the flames, as well as the cause thereof, were brought under control 
by the constabulary, without calling upon the Fire Department. 

On the following morning, a fire in the boiler room of Dorrity Mill, 
occupied by H. H. Chamberlin & Co., for scouring wool, called out 
Engine Co. No. 4, but the fire was extinguished before the arrival of 
the engine. ; 

At the burning of the barn of J.‘Rich, February 20, Engine Cos. 
3 and 4 were present, but owing to the lack of water were unable to do 
anything to extinguish the fire. 

The attention of the Town is again called to the fact that in the event 
of any extensive fire our thrifty and growing villages are almost com- - 
pletely at the mercy of the flames. We would respectfully but most 
earnestly urge the immediate necessity of procuring a supply of water 
for fire purposes.

They would call attention to the increased use of the Library by the 
citizens of the town, as shown by the following figures, obtained from 
the Librarian : 


Number of volumes taken from the Library during the year, 881 
Against 625 the previous year. 
Number of volumes taken from Library, 8,835 


They have no means cf classifying the books taken from the Library; 
showing the proportion each of fiction, travels, history and science, still 
it is very evident to us that much the largest proportion has been 
works of fiction. | 

They have added to the catalogue 434 volumes, besides replacing a 
number of books already catalogued that were worn out. In making 
our selections, we have sought to be guided by the wishes of the users 
of the Library, therefore the most of our purchases have been works of 
fiction ; still we have not been unmindftl of the fact that a library, to 
be of lasting service to any place, must be to some extent an educator ~ 
of its people, and therefore we have put in some standard works. We 
hope, hereafter, to be able to purchase a larger proportion of this class 
of books. 

The trustees have had in consideration for some time the propriety 
of introducing an improved system of giving out books, and have de- 
cided upon the use of cards, which they hope to have ready to give out 
at an early day. They are convinced that persons taking books from 
the library will find them a great convenience, especially in the saving 
of time. ° 
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They would respectfully ask for an appropriation of $500, togetlter 
with the amount received from the Dog Fund. Believing that no one 
on the list of appropriations of the town presents stronger claims than 
this they would refer it to the careful consideration of the citizens of 


the town.

Report of School Committee.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Millbury: 

Your Committee respectfully presents the following general 
and detailed reports upon the schools for the year ending March 
6th, 1874. 

The Committee was organized for then year by the election of 
George A. Flagg, as Chairman, and John Hopkins as Clerk. 
The different members were assigned as Sub-Committees for 
the several schools, as follows: 


Messrs. Bancroft and March for the Bramanville schools. 

& Bancroft and Davidson for the Old Common school.

Under the charge of the above Sub-Committees, subject to 
the supervision of the whole Board, there have been maintained 
sixteen common schools, viz:

These schools have been in session three terms. Two terms 
having been of 11 weeks each in length, and one term of 12 
weeks. 

The number of scholars who would have attended school, if 


: 
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one had been kept in the Hayward District, has been less than 
half a dozen and it was thought by the Committee that the ad- 
vantages gained by these scholars attending our graded schools 
in the Center would more than compensate for the incon- 
venience suffered on account of the increased distance to be 
traversed by the scholars. The views of the parents residing 
in that part of the town coinciding with those of the Commit- 
tee, no school has been maintained in the Hayward district 
during the past year. 

No desire for evening schools has been expressed, and ac- 
cordingly none have been established. 

The reports of the above Sub-Committees giving the details 
in regard to their several schools are hereto appended and _ pre- 
sented to the town. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The seven school houses belonging to the town are generally 
in good condition and with such small repairs as are required 
by the usual wear and tear, will, at the beginning of the next 
term, be suitable for our several schools. No extraordinary 
repairs upon the buildings themselves have been necessary dur- 
ing the past year. But in the Bramanville school house it was 
found necessary to replace the furniture of two rooms, which 
had become entirely unfit for its purpose. 

The expense of adding this new furniture was $400.00 for 

which the Selectmen gave an order chargeable to the appro- 
priation for miscellaneous expenses. By Act of Legisiature it 
is made the duty of the School Cominittee, unless the town 
otherwise directs, to keep the school houses in good repair. By 
this we understand that it is our duty not only to keep our 
school buildings from falling to decay, but also, so far as we can 
with reasonable expense, to make each room tasteful in appear- 
ance, and such that whatever esthetic taste capable of cultiva- 
tion the scholar may possess, shall at least not be dwarfed by 
his daily surroundings. Other things being equal, we cannot 
doubt that the scholar who attends a school where his eye is 
cultivated and his sensibilities aroused by some appearance of 
beauty about him, will in a short time prove to be far the su- 
perior of one whose school-room has been lacking in every re- 
fining influence and has been to him no more than shelter 
from the weather. 
In this connection the attention of the citizens is called to 
the condition of the grounds surrounding our High and Union 
schools. ‘The general appearance of these grounds is at pres- 
ent unsightly. By a moderate expenditure they might be made 
an ornament, and in the march improvement already begun, the 
citizens should not overlook so patent an opportunity to beautify 
our town. 
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If nothing more is done, fences at least should be built so 
that the present open, unprotected appearance of the grounds 
may no longer invite idlers and stragglers to make them a ren- 
dezvous on pleasant afternoons. 

The Chairman has been instructed by the Committee to urge 
upon the town the propriety of making an appropriation to be 
expended for this much needed improvement under the charge 
of the School Board. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


The instruction of music has been continued throughout the 
year under Mr. T. H. Lyndon. He has visited on two days 
in each week the West Millbury, Old Common, Bramanville 
Grammar and Intermediate, Union Grammar and Interme- 
diate, Greenwood and High Schools. At the end of the school 
year an examination of the Common Schools in which Music 
was taught was held in the Town Hall. 

The lack of hearty co-operation between the pupils and 
teacher has tended to retard that advancement in the study of 
this art which had been looked for. | 

It would be of great advantage if more of our teachers were 
qualified to make exercises in music a part of the daily routine 
of the school. 

Instruction in drawing is made compulsory by law, but its 
introduction has been followed by only indifferent: success. 
This is the case not only with us, but very generally through- 
out the Commonwealth, we are inclined to believe. In some 
of our large cities the fact is recognized, that to carry out the 
spirit of the law, this department must be placed in charge of 
professional instructors employed to visit the schools regularly 
and frequently, giving lessons not only to the scholars but also 
to the teachers. Itis expected that by this means those teachers 
who remain for some length of time in the same schools will be 
able themselves, in course of time, to instruct their pupils. 
The success of this plan, so far as enabling the teacher of each 
school to take charge of this branch, will be apparent only after 
sufficient time has elapsed in which. to qualify themselves for 
duties which they were not engaged to perform. The danger 
of failure lies in the fact that many teachers look upon their 
employment as one of a temporary nature only. 


PENMANSHIP. 


We have employed Mr. G. W. Thompson, a professional 
teacher of penmanship, of high reputation, to visit certain of 
our schools during the year, and give instruction in the art of 
writing. His success, as evidenced by the rapid. improvement 
of the pupils, has been so apparent that we are disposed to con- 
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tinue the plan of employing a special teacher for this branch | 
during the coming year. During the first term Mr. Thompson 
visited twice each week the Union Primary and Intermediate, 
Providence St. Intermediate, and Bramanville Grammar and 
Intermediate. During the remaining two terms his instruction 
was extended to the West Millbury Grammar and Old Com- 
mon schools. While many of our scholars fail to appreciate 
the importance of some of their studies, as in the case of music 
and drawing, and give their attention to such studies only re- 
luctantly and carelessly, the advantages of learning to write 
seem apparent to the majority, and it is to this fact, in a great 
measure, that success has attended our plan of idk ues te this 
department. . 
HIGH SCHOOL.

The High School has been in session forty weeks during the 
past year. The former Principal, Mr. Morse, having resigned 
his position at the end of the Spring term, the Committee em- 
ployed Mr. Joseph Jackson, Jr., a graduate of Brown College. 
Under Mr. Jackson and Miss Johnson, the school has main- 
tained its high degree of excellence. The scholars have shown 
commendable interest in their studies and the school has been 
free from occurrences which in former years have occasionally 
eaused annoyance. The school room at present is well furn- 
ished for its purpose and its general appearance is attractive. 

The philosophical apparatus is in good condition and is of 
much service, rendering instruction in those branches in which 
it is used, more interesting and of greater value than it could 
be made without such aid, for impressions received by the mind 
through the eye are well known to be more lasting. The room 
is also adorned with pictures and furnished with a piano, both 
valuable additions. 

The following statistics have been prepared by Mr. Jackson. 


No. of scholars during the Fall Term, 54 
Average attendance, 47 
No. of scholars during Winter Term, 49 
Average attendance, 46 


One scholar, Cyrus F. Carter, was neither absent nor tardy 
during the Fall Term. 

Eleven scholars, Masters Wood, Pierce, Aiken, Slocomb, Col- 
brook, Chase, Maxwell, Carter, and Misses Brierly, Spaulding 
and Wilder, were neither absent nor tardy during the Winter 
Term. 
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During the Fall Term there were seven scholars, and during 
the Winter Term, six scholars in attendance from out of town. 

The class graduated at the close of the school year numbered 
four: Misses Mary H. Connor, Alice J. Mallalieu, Ella A. 
Wilder, Mr. Walter M. Bancroft. 

The first in rank was Miss Connor. 

The honor of the best record, in all respects, for the whole 
year, belongs to Cyrus F. Carter, of the fourth class. 

For the purpose of rendering the Committee more efficient 
in its action as a whole, a rule has been adopted to the effect 
that regular monthly meetings shall be held at which bills may 
be approved, and that at that time the several sub-committees 
shall report in writing upon the several schools over which they 
have charge, giving the detailed statistics, to be furnished 
monthly by the teachers. These regular meetings are held 
once each in four weeks. commencing on the Tuesday evening 
next following the first Monday of each term. 

The more hearty co-operation of the parents and citizens 
generally with the efforts of the school board and our corps of 
teachers, to bring our schools up to a ngs standard of excel- 
lence, is ‘earnestly asked. 

The duties of the Committee are by no means ended by em- 
ploying competent teachers. -A constant attention shown by 
the committees, awakens an interest on the part of the teaclier, 
and helps her to keep from falling into a routine manner of 
performing her duties. So too the duties of our citizens are 
not completed by appropriating money to support the schools. 
A. deep interest shown in the education of our youth by fre- 
quent visits to the schools will impress the scholars with the 
consideration too often forgotten, that they are engaged in a 
work, the importance of which is patent to all, and thus the 
pupils will be less likely to fall into the error of thinking that 
their schools are places of restraint simply, and that the more 
tasks they can avoid the better. Our schools may not be equal 
in all respects to some of those of our large cities. There are 
plain reasons why we cannot, even with lavish expenditure, 
make them so. We might employ as good teachers, we might 
furnish as good supervision, in fact, every advantage that is en- 
joyed by the best schools in the state, with one exception, we 
cannot furnish the class of scholars necessary to make our 
sehools equal to the best. But we feel assured in saying that 
our schools are fully equal, and in many respects, superior to 
those of our neighboring towns. 

We must take the scholars furnished by our population, 
scholars composed largely of those who at home have little or 
no training, many unable even to speak English when they en- 
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ter the schools, and we must adapt our instruction to their 
needs, and in passing judgment upon our schools the citizens 
should bear in mind these considerations. In the matter of 
regularity and punctuality in attendance, the parents can be of 
great assistance. It is the duty of every parent to allow noth- 
ing not absolutely unavoidable to stand in the way of their 
children being punctual. The habit indulged in by too many 
parents of keeping their children at home for a few hours work, 
or of sending requests to the teachers that they may be ex- 
cused before the close of the school session, is in the opinion of 
the Committee, a serious drawback to the complete success of 
our schools.

The 
last term of the year was kept by Miss Fowler, distinguished 
for keeping good order, and requiring scholars to be promptly 
in their seats at bell time, thereby lessening tardy marks rapidly. 
Twelve scholars of the term had none; seven but one each; 
only thirty-six tardy marks during the term. Thoroughly . 
learned lessons were required for recitation and if not pre- 
paired in time, the scholar was detained after school until re- 
cited. The examination of the school at its close was entirely 
satisfactory to the Committee.

Grammar School.—Taught by Miss Martha P. Sibley, who 
has now for three years taught the same school with the same 
uniform success, retaining the good will of the scholars, the 
confidence of the parents and the respect of the community. 
There has not been the first word of complaint to the Commit- 
tee from either teacher or scholars in all this time. 

The school has not been large, numbering the first term 24, 
with an average of 21; the second term 23, with an average of 
20; the third term 28, with an average of 24. An attendance 
of about 87 per cent. 

The first term none tardy during the term, and seven neither 
absent or tardy. Second term four were tardy once each, and 
seven not absent during the term. Third term five were tardy 
once each, two tardy twice, one three times, and one four times, 
fuur neither absent or tardy. 
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Intermediate School.—Taught by Miss Hattie A. Little, who 
has now taught the same school for five terms, with good SUC- 
cess. A strict disciplinarian, zealous and faithful i in her work, 
never shirking responsibility, has, although at this peculiar age 
boys and virls are particularly restive and inattentive, suceceded 
in keeping good order and also in obtaining a good degree of 
progress in the studies. 

The school numbered the first term 32, with an average of 
26; the second term 45, with an average of 40; the third term 
45, with an average of 87. An attendance of avout 84 per 
cent. ‘ 

There were tardy the first term three once, five twice, one 
three times, one four times, two five times, two seven times, 
and six neither absent or tardy. The second term nine were ~ 
tardy once, eight twice, three three times, and one four times, 
two five times, two seven times, and one eight times. Four 
were neither absent or tardy. The third term tardy marks 
range from one to fifteen. Will not the parents take this mat- 
ter in hand and see that is remedied.

There were the first term 10 tardy once, 4 tardy twice, 2 
tardy three times, 2 four times, 2 five times, 2 eight times, and 
1 fourteen times.

case reaching as many as 25 times. Three were neither absent 
or tardy. ‘The third term the tardy marks range from 1 to 10, 
with one 17 times, and one 27 times. Three neither absent or 
tardy. 

Sub Primary.—This school has been divided between Miss 
Nellie M. Nye, who has kept through the year, and Miss Ellen 
Young, the first term, and Miss Minnie A. Marble, the second 
and third terms. 

These teachers all were’ scholars of our own High School, 
and have more than met our expectations. Miss Young taught 
only one term and gave very good satisfaction. Miss Nye has 
now taught four terms, with unvarying success, governing per- 
fectly, but without seeming effort, making her scholars love

The absent and tardy marks of course are more numerous in 
this school, but compare favorably with such schools in other 
places. In all the schools taken together, whole number 212, 
and whole average about 173. 

In reviewing the schools, the Committee feel gratified that 
there has been so little change in teachers, only one change in 
the year. We feel perfectly sure that the policy of the Com- 
mittee in retaining teachers in the same school, is the true 
policy, and we sincerely hope that it may be long before we 
shall need to change.
